cc-n mg and Control of Pilots) Regulations. ! TT5. 

namely :— 

I. Short title and commencement— 

<P These regulations may be called die ^♦ratia'r 
Port (Licensing and Control c* 
Amciidi»ent Regulations, 1992, 
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(ii) They shall come into force on the date of 
publication of the sanction thereto of the 
Central Government in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Bombay Port (Licensing and Control of 
Pilots) Regulations, 1975— 

(i) In sub-regulation (1) of regulation 6, the 
following may be added as sub-regulation 
< 1 A) : 

“(1A) The licence may be revoked by the 
Chairman in circumstances such as : 

(a) proven misconduct and!or misconduct 

under the conduct and discipline rules; 

(b) professional misconduct; 

(c) shipping castfalities (accidents) whet* 

professional competence is questioned or 
negligence proved after enquiry into the 
accident, 

(d) where formal court of enquiry instituted 
into marine casualty holds Pilot respon¬ 
sible for an accident; 

(e) on cessation from service if the licence is 
not surrendered as required under regula¬ 
tion 6(2); 

(f) on being medically found unsuitable for 
pilotage jobs.” 

(ii) in clause (c) of sub-section (1) of regulation 
(8) following proviso may be added— 

“Provided that the period of probationary 
training may be extended beyond six months 
for sufficient and valid reasons such as— 

(i) candidate is unable to complete required pha¬ 
ses of training due to his own illness, or has 
to proceed on leave for sufficient anti valid 


reasons or due to any national emergencies, 
etc.; 

(ii) in the interest of Bombay Port Trust or Go¬ 
vernment of India, a Probationary Pilot is 
required to be allotted some other duties 
(with prior agreement) such as Dredging 
Master, Berthing Master, etc. sad is thus 
unable to complete his training require¬ 
ment; 

(Hi) candidate for valid reasons is unable to pass 
his examination during the stipulated period 
of twelve months (under regulation If) ya «| 
in the view of Chairman, needs to be given 
a fair chance to pass examination; 

(iv) in case of candidates belonging to SC!ST, 
special extra train»ngiguidance is deemed -ac¬ 
cessary.” 

“Provided further that the period of proba¬ 
tion may be curtailed under the foHawing 
circumstances: 

(i) if the Pilot on probation has bees si J»il*t 
in BPT and has rejoined BPT subs¬ 
equently. 

(ii) if in future modern technology such as a 
simulator is used for training.” 

(iii) In regulation 11 for the word ‘nine’ the word 

‘twelve’ may be substituted. 

(iv) In regulation 49 after the existing regulation 
the following prov’so may be added : 

“Provided that any pilot may within sixty 
days of the receipt of the order of tire Chair¬ 
man make a representation to the Board and 
the Board may make such orders thereof us 
it deems fit.”
